DRUG TESTING SERVICES FORT WAYNE POLICE DEPARTMENT", page 


one. 


1) REDIMED operates four medical clinics, three of which are 
open 10аш - 10pm, seven days per week, and the fourth is 
open from 12n - 8pm, also seven days per week. The staff in 
these clinics are trained and routinely performed the types 
of specimen collections referred to in this bid. DURING OUR 
CLOSED HOURS HIGHLY TRAINED STAFF ARE AVAILABLE DURING NIGHT 
HOURS TO PERFORM OTHER NEEDED INITIAL SCREENS, RANDOM 
SCREENS, REASONABLE SUSPICION SCREENS OR OTHER REQUESTS. 
Through existing written agreements it is also possible to 
have certain hospital emergency departments perform these 
collections, though we strongly prefer the use of on-call 
staff. It is the intent of this proposal to utilize the 
REDIMED located on Fairfield (in the previous Lutheran ER 
location) for a majority of the initial screening, although 
other clinics could be used if necessary. 


2) In the event that the employer does not provide a 
specific written procedure for collection we then utilize 
the standards promulgated by the National Institute of Drug 
Abuse (NIDA).

OTHER: 


1) In close cooperation with Lutheran Hospital we are also 
capable of facilitating immediate referrals for impaired 
employees utilizing the expertise of Lynn Hatfield. 


2) We would note that the bid document makes no reference to 
drug detection threshold levels on the initial or 
confirmatory screens. We would recommend inclusion of 
written thresholds levels to assure that court acceptable 
standards are being used, this may be particularly important 
to an officer exposed passively to marijuana smoke. 


3) We strongly advise against the use of hair drug testing, 
especially for police officers due to possible passive 
exposures to drug substances. This method of testing is not 
recognized by the national organization of Forensic 
pathologists as several scientific studies are pending and 
underway. I would direct any further questions you may have 
regarding this process to Dr. Ian McDonald. Dr. McDonald is 
a nationally recognized expert who functions as a full time 
Medical Review Officer.
